His parents, Bias and Dorcas Raw- 
son, were of thé-earliest settlers in 
Prairie Round, Kalmazoo county, 
Michigan, ‘and here he spent his 
young manhood, but in 1869 he and 
two brothers, Hicks and Caleb, jour- 
neyed across the plains with an ox 
team to the gold flelds of California. 

On March 9; 1863, he and His ‘bro- 
ther Caleb were mifstered irito the 
United States servicd as members of 
a batallion of 606, Who were sent by 
way of, the Isthmus of Panama to 
Bostoh to complete the Second Massa- 
chusetts cavalry, both being mem- 
bers of Company FP. He served his 
country faithfully and well until Aug- 
ust 8, 1865, when he was honorably 
discharged. In 1867 he was united in 
marriage to Cordelia E. Spaulding of 
Massachusetts, soon after their mar- 
riage they purchased a farm near To- 
peka, Kan.; later they came to Cali- 
fornia, having resided at Fresno and 
Lindsay previous to coming to their 
late home. Follewt the loss of his 
ife companion, whith oecurred July 
18, 1916, his lomeliness and sorrow 
have been cheered and lightened by 
his nephew and‘ niecé, Harry E. Raw- 
son and wife, who came from Angola, 
Ind., to care for him in his declining 
years. Our departed brother was a 
member of the Golden Rule Lodge, 
No. 90, F. and A. M., Topeka, Kan.,, 
and also’ of Lincgln'‘Post No. 1, G. A. 
R. of the same place, and later trans- 
ferred to Richmond? Post, 201. He 
endeavored always t@ meet his broth- 
er man upon, the lével, and squared 
his actions by the rule of virtue.
